A party of Boston excursionists re- 
cently came ever the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and stopped a day at El Paso.

MICHAEL DAVITT SPEAKS. 


Lonpon, May 11. 

Michael Davitt has written to the 
Secretary on the subject of the assassi- 
nations. After expressions of admira- 
tion for the Standaid’s laguage since 
the terrible murders, he says: “I 
feel that I was neglecting duty if I per- 
mitted your remarks to go unanswered, 
for the opinion you express of the sin- 
cerity of my condemnation of the 
murder and for your belief that Mr. 
Parnell, Dillon and myself are guilt- 
less of all alliance with murder.” In 
answer to the Standard’s request to 
come forward and make a clean breast 
of information that would throw light 
on the subject, Davitt recalls the fact 
that he came out of Portland prison 
at three o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
after having been confined in solitude 
for 15 months, without seeing a paper 
or letter that did not pass through the 
hands of the governor of the prison. 
He rebuts the implication that he 
had anything to do with the murders. 
He recalis the fact that from the first 
organization of the League he warned 
the Irish people against outrages as 
the greatest danger to the movement. 
He said that when he delivered 
speeches in the United States from 
New York to San Francisco he did his 
best to lay the demon of revenge. He 
claims he always denounced violence, 
and refers to the report of his address 
published in the Irish-American press 
and made also by the Government 
short-hand writers fer the verification 
of his statement. He continues: 
‘““Whoever is responsible for my ar- 
rest let him come forward and de- 
clare on what ground I was deprived 
of my liberty or lie under the impu- 
tation of having removed me because 
of my stand against the police con- 
niving at murder and outrage.” 

Loxnox, May 11. 

Davitt says he will willingly go to 
Ireland and do what he can to further 
peaceful doctrines, but he asks hew he 
can protest with effect against out- 
rages, when the most brutal and irri- 
tating outrages are being committed 
in the name of the law. 
THE NEW IRISH BILL. 


It is understood the Irish bill is 
now complete, and that it provides in 
complicated ways for reforms in ar- 
rears and for concessions between land- 
lords and tenants with tolerable even- 
ness, and in this respect isnearly iden- 
tical with the bill drawn by Parnell.
